Please amend Figure 10 by inserting the reference number "1007"; 
Please amend Figure 1 1 by adding reference number "1 114"; 

Please amend Figure 14 by changing reference numbers "1408a" and "1408b" to "1406a" 
and "1406b" and adding reference numbers "1420" and "1410c"; 

Please amend Figure 16A by changing reference number "1602" to "1603" and adding 
reference number "1608"; 

Please amend Figure 16B by changing reference number "1612" to "1613"; and 

Please amend Figure 17 by changing reference number "1612" to "1618". 
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REMARKS 

With this amendment, Claims 2-11 and 13-23 are pending in the present application. 
Claims 1 has been canceled. Claims 2, 4-9, 11 and 12-14 have been amended. Claim 23 has 
been added. In view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks, the Applicants 
respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of the above-referenced application. 
Drawing Objections 

In the Office Action, the Examiner objected to the drawings because of inconsistencies 
noted in certain reference numerals. The Applicants first would like to thank the Examiner for 
the Examiner's attention to detail. The Applicants have corrected the inconsistencies in the 
reference numerals noted by the Examiner and are submitting herewith twenty-one (21) sheets of 
replacement drawings incorporating the proposed changes to the drawings in this application for 
which approval by the Examiner is requested. 

Specifically, in Figure 1, reference number "106" has been added to refer to the 
compressor assembly as described in the specification. In Figure 8, reference number "808" has 
been removed. In Figure 10, reference number "1007" has been added to refer to the piloted 
valve as described in the specification. In Figure 1 1, reference number "1 1 14" has been added to 
refer to the inlet of the heat exchanger as described in the specification. In Figure 14, reference 
numbers 1408a and 1408b have been changed to reference numbers 1406a and 1406b so that 
they are consistent with the descriptions in the specification. Additionally, reference numbers 
1420 and 1410c have been added to refer to the down stream and the vertical path of the 
downstream portion respectively as described in the specification. In Figure 16A, reference 
number 1 602 has been changed to reference number 1 603 and reference number 1 608 has been 
added to refer to the in-line filter system as described in the specification. In Figure 16B, 
reference number 1612 has been changed to reference number 1613. In Figure 17, reference 
number "1612" has been changed to reference number "1618" so that it corresponds to the hose 
barb fitting described in the specification. 

The Applicants submit that no new matter has been added by the foregoing changes, and 
the Applicants respectfully request approval for the entry of the drawing changes. 
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Rejections- 35 U.S.C. $112 

Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the Examiner indicated that Claim 8 is indefinite because there is no 
direct antecedent basis for the recitation of "said fluid pathway" in line 6, and "said trapped 
water" in line 7. By this amendment, the Applicants have replaced the term "feed gas pathway" 
in line 3 of Claim 8 with "fluid pathway" and replaced the term "said trapped water" in line 7 of 
Claim 8 with "said water" to address the antecedent issues raised by the Examiner. The 
Applicants have also amended Claim 9 to replace the term "feed gas pathway" with "fluid 
pathway" so that the terms are consistent with Claim 8 from which it depends. 

The Examiner also indicated that Claim 1 1 is indefinite because it recites "an adsorbent 
bed" without any correlation to the "plural of adsorbent beds" previously recited in Claim 8. The 
Applicants have amended Claim 1 1 to replace the term "an adsorbent bed" with "at least one of 
the plural adsorbent beds" to address the antecedent support issues noted by the Examiner. 
Accordingly, the Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to withdraw this rejection. 
Rejections -U.S.C. SI 02(b) 

Claims 1, 4, 6, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Coffin 
(US 3,258,899), or Brown (US 3,323,292), or McCombs (US 4,509,959), or Rowe (US 
6,036,754). However, the Examiner indicated that Claims 2, 3, 5, 13, and 14 would be allowable 
if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

By this amendment, Claim 1 has been canceled. Claim 2 has been rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of Claim 1, which was the base claim. Claims 6 
and 7 have been amended to depend from Claim 2 as amended. The Applicants have also 
rewritten Claim 4 in independent form including all of the limitations of Claim 1 from which it 
depends. With respect to Claim 4, the Applicants note that none of the references cited by the 
Examiner teach or suggest a portable gas fractionalization apparatus comprising plural adsorbent 
bed columns, an integrated fluid flow manifold comprising at least one piloted valve. Since the 
cited references fail to disclose each and every limitations recited in Claim 4, the Applicants 
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respectfully submit that the 102(b) rejection is improper and request the Examiner to withdraw 
this rejection. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by either McCombs 
(US 4,378,982) or Nishino et al. (US 5,144,945). The Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 
12 as amended recites features that are not disclosed or suggested by McCombs or Nishino. 
Amended claims 13, 14 and new claim 23 all depend from Claim 12. In view of the foregoing 
amendments, the Applicants respectfully submit that the pending claims are patentable over the 
cited art. 

Editorial Changes to Specification 

In the Office Action, the Examiner also noted certain clerical errors in the specification 
that need to be corrected. The Applicants would like to thank the Examiner again for the 
Examiner's attention to detail. The Applicants have amended the specification to correct the 
informalities noted by the Examiner and respectfully request the Examiner to withdraw this 
objection. 



In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully submit that all pending claims of the 
present application are in condition for allowance, and such action is earnestly solicited. Should 
there be any impediment to the prompt allowance of this application that could be resolved 
through a telephone conference, the Examiner is respectfully requested to call the undersigned at 
the number shown below.
